Six Seppie Candidate? Compare Issues

The six candidates vying for 
the state Senate seat held bv the 
r e t i r i n g John F. McCarthy, 
R-San Rafael, appeared togeth­ 
er for the first time today and 
differences on campaign issues 
fell for the most part along par­ 
ty lines. 


The f o u r GOP contestants 
have met in the same forum be­ 
fore, but Michael Peevev, the 
lone Democrat candidate in the 
June 2 primary, and Esther 
Anne Smart, American Indepen- 
dent_ P a r t y 
representative, 
joined the Republicans today on 
radio KTIM’s “Marin Sounding 
Board'’ program. 
P e e v e y and Mrs. Smart 
sounded the discordant notes for

the most part. Peevey attacking 


Gov. Ronald Reagan's admin­ 
istration on such matters as tax 
reform, school aid and preser­ 
vation of the environment and 
Miss Smart sharply criticizing 
campus protestors. 
The Republicans — Peter H. 
Behr. Hugh 0. Pessner, Donald 
Pinkerton and R a y m o n d H. 
Shone — generally supported 
the Reagan administration and 
said they endorsed his reelec­ 
tion. But they did offer minor 
disagreements on the topics of 
the Indochina war. state tax re­ 
form and aid or tax credits to 
private .schools.

Pessner: He said it may have 


been unwise to become involved 
in Southeast Asia in the first 
place, but now that we are, the

Pessner: Generally supported 
Reagan's program but wanted 
to study it further, saying lie 
Lit certain areas could bo modi­ 
fied. 
Behr: \Y h i 1 e acknowledging 
general support of the package, 
he felt it should be amended to 
include increased aid to local 
schools. 
Peevey: 
Didn't support the 
Reagan program “ one iota.” in­ 
stead backing Sen.

Pinkerton: Supported the IT

Shone: Ho hoped for tax relief 
rather than just tax reform and 
disagreed with Assembly Speak­ 
er Robert Monagan that the is­ 
sue was No. 1 in the state 
He said the overriding issue is 
enabling "people to walk safely 
m the streets, students to walk 
safely to campus and stopping 
buildings from being burned to 
the ground" 
Mrs. Smart: 
Supported the

ATHENS, Ohio TAP) — Gov 
James A. Rhodes today ordered 
Ohio National Guard units to re­ 
port to an armory in this city, 
scene of disorders by Ohio Univ­ 
ersity students W e d n e s d a y 
night. 
John M. McElroy, Rhodes’ 
aide, said in Coiu.nbus that 
more than 1,000 troops would go 
to Athens “ for deployment as 
needed.' 
The troops will be used at the 
discretion of Mayor Raymond 
Sheppard and will not go onto 
the university campus unless 
asked by the university admin­ 
istration, McElroy said. 
Riot-equipped police dodged 
rocks and bricks while using 
tear gas to push 300 demonstra­ 
tors back to the university cam­ 
pus early today after the stu­ 
dents had shouted down univers­ 
ity President Claude R. Sowle 
during a rally. 
Police said ten students were 
arrested on a variety of charges 
ranging from disorderly conduct 
to rioting and that one auxiliary 
officer was injured when the 
crowd marched to the downtown 
area, throwing missiles. A few 
small fires were reported, but 
were believed set by hot tear 
gas canisters. 
The student strike information 
center at Brandeis University in 
Waltham, Mass.. reported ‘257 
colleges and universities were 
on strikes of indefinite length. 
The center reported 286 schools 
on strike Tuesday.

Today's latest incursion into

(Other parks and recrea­ 
tion stories, page 7. i 
Pierre W. Joske gave his re­ 
port at a meeting of the Marin 
County Parks and Recreation 
Commission. 
Chi Feb. 19, the Caliiornia Su­ 
preme Court held that it owners 
of private beaches have ignored 
widespread public use of the 
land lor more than five yeaars, 
they “ have impliedly dedicated 
the property to the public.”

One Revision Fumbled 
And One Fielded Well 


The California Constitutional Revi­ 
sion Commission, in its series of pro­ 
posals for constitutional changes this 
year, fielded well but dropped the ball 
once. 
It dropped the ball on what has be­ 
come Proposition 5 for the June 2 pri­ 
mary. 
This proposition deals with — of 
all things! — amending the constitu­ 
tion. 
CALIFORNIA’S CONSTITUTION 
contains a provision for calling a con­ 
stitutional convention for its revision. 
But it leaves so vague how this conven­ 
tion would be called, and how its mem­ 
bers would be elected, that the legisla­ 
ture, after years of argument, gave up 
the whole idea and appointed the Con­ 
stitutional Revision Commission to do 
the job instead. 
Yet when it came to amending the 
very section of the constitution (Arti­ 
cle XVIII, Sec. 2) that gave the legisla­ 
ture so much trouble it abandoned call­ 
ing a convention, the commission 
wound up with an even more vague 
substitute. 
THE REVISION proposed in Pro­ 
position 5 does not say how a constitu­ 
tional convention should be set up, how 
its members should be elected, wheth­ 
er there should be two or 2,000, what 
would be the time limits on its exist­ 
ence, whether its members could be 
paid, whether they should be elected 
in partisan or non-partisan elections. It 
says only that delegates to the conven­ 
tion “shall be voter selected from dis­ 
tricts as nearly equal in population as 
may be practicable.” 
A legislature that found the exist­ 
ing provisions too v a g u e would cer­ 
tainly be hamstrung by the proposed 


Tyrannus Skunkus 


We have been o b s e r v i n g wild 
skunks in their natural Marin habitat 
for a number of years.

substitute. This is like substituting 
dishwater for skimmed milk. 
T h e remainder of Proposition 5 
provides for s o m e noncontroversial 
changes in the Civil Service section of 
the constitution. But t h e s e can wait 
until a workable provision for a consti­ 
tutional convention is developed. 
A “NO” vote is indicated on Propo­ 
sition 5. 
THE COMMISSION tried to com­ 
promise a longtime controversy over 
state vs. local selection of school text­ 
books in what has become Proposition 
6. 
The constitution now provides that 
the state shall provide free textbooks 
in t h e elementary schools; selecting 
them in series and having them print­ 
ed by the state printing office. 
Proposition 6 1 e a v e s selection to 
the state, but on an individual basis 
rather than in series. It abolishes the 
requirement that they be printed in 
the state printing o f f i c e (which has 
kept California from using the texts of 
some publishers). It provides for alter­ 
nate selections from which local school 
districts could choose. 
This preserves some state uniform­ 
ity in texts, which probably is neces­ 
sary with such a mobile population as 
that of California. And it gives some 
choice to the local districts. 
Proposition 6 also does two other 
things: it gives the legislature power 
to make county schools superinten­ 
dents appointive if it so wishes, and to 
make the state board of e d u c a t i o n 
elective if it so wishes. It does not deal 
with the state superintendent. 
Proposition 6 deserves a “YES” 
vote.

WASHINGTON - The last 
of the litter is being cleaned 
up, the last of the stragglers 
have departed. It was a fa­ 
mous victory for peaceful — 
or relatively peaceful — pro­ 
test. But, like such victories in 
the past, the end result is as 
transitory as the s h o u t e d 
chants of the huge crowd on 
the elipse. 
What matters far more is 
the beginning of a movement 
on the campuses to use the 
political process to change the 
policy of the government from 
war to peace. Princeton Univ­ 
ersity started it with the deci­ 
sion to grant all undergrad­ 
uates two weeks in October to 
work for congressional candi­ 
dates. This does not mean that 
the semester will be shor­ 
tened, since the term will be­ 
gin in the fall a week earlier 
and a week will be taken off 
the Christmas vacation. 
The student body of Haver- 
ford College, along with most 
of the faculty and service em­ 
ployes, came to Washington to 
try friendly persuasion with 
members of Congress. They 
had even cut their hair and 
cleaned up to show that they 
were ready to work through 
the electoral p r o c e s s . The 
same signal is coming from 
other campuses around t h e 
country. 
THIS HAS COME, it must 
be said, very late. The alienat­ 
ed young have stirred pro­ 
found underlying prejudices in 
Middle America. 
For many of the young, cop- 
ping-out has been a passive 
protest. Long hair, preferably 
dirty, bare feet, an Indian 
head 
band, 
drugs — these 
have been limp symbols of re­ 
bellion. 
Most of these young could 
not say how they w o u l d 
change the system if they had 
it in their power to do so. 
There is, however, a small mi­ 
nority of activists 
bent on 
bringing the system down. 
Perhaps the most charitable 
tag to apply to these activists 
is romantic anarchists. They 
are for destruction for destruc­ 
tion’s sake. The likelihood is 
that they will destroy them­ 
selves first of all. An analogy 
out of the past suggests what 
the peril really is in the coun­ 
ter reaction that these wild ro­ 
manticists are creating. 
IN THE EARLY ’30s the 
weak Weimar R e p u b l i c in 
post-World War 1 Germany 


was beset by a variety of ills. 
The Communists were out to 
destroy this feeble government 
that had seen the middle class 
wiped out by ruinous inflation. 
They were aided and abetted 
by wild-eyed young revolution­ 
aries who in manner and dress 
seem to have been definitely 
hippie types before hippie and 
yippie came into the vocabu­ 
lary. 
Y’ou could hear them in their 
cellar 
rendezvous 
predicting 
the revolution they were about 
to bring on. But, while they 
were boasting of what they 
would do on the barricades, 
the real revolution was being 
highly organized with the help 
of big money from German in­ 
dustrialists. Hitler and the Na­ 
zis were ready to take over. 
The young revolutionaries who 
did not flee the country were 
s h o r t l y 
in 
concentration 
camps. 
NO ONE WOULD for a mo­ 
ment s u g g e s t that this is 
where we are today. Yet, omi­ 
nous signs make plain the po­ 
larization that is taking place 
and the deep currents of pre­ 
judice and hatred below the 
surface. 
The attack of the construc­ 
tion workers, the hard hats, 
at high noon in Wall Street was 
the most ominous of these 
signs. Peaceful young demon­ 
strators against the war and in 
memory of the four Kent State 
dead were assaulted merci­ 
lessly by some 200 hard hats 
from n e a r b y construction 
sites. At least 70 persons were 
injured, some of them bystan­ 
ders who tried to stop the as­ 
sault. Trinity Church became 
a 
dressing station 
for 
the 
wounded, with the hard hats 
twice trying to break into this 
refuge and to tear down the 
Episcopal flag which they ap­ 
parently thought was a ' Viet 
Cong flag. 
So much is still unknown 
about the assault and the sub­ 
sequent attempt to storm City 
Hall. How was it organized? 
Who determined the timing? 
Was there a common ideologi­ 
cal motive or was it simply a 
blind hitting-out at the long 
hairs? 
These questions d e s e r v e 
some answers. Above all, the 
romantic anarchists should be 
concerned about the answers. 
They are a tiny minority capa­ 
ble of generating not their 
kind of revolution but a violent 
counterrevolution of the right.

He would have saved him­ 
self and your paper much em­ 
barrassment, s i n c e he be­ 
trayed his irresponsible re­ 
porting in a way that any 
school boy can easily check by 
the use of a simple “ compound 
interest table.” 
Art Smart-Shopper said that 
$24,000 saved in buying term 
life insurance instead of whole 
life would grow to $61,900 in 20 
years invested at 4 per cent 
interest. Even if he had the 
$24.000 at the beginning of the 
20 year period to invest at 4 
per cent compound interest, it 
w o u 1 d accumulate to only 
$52.584. The $24.000. however, 
could be invested only as it 
was saved over the 20-year 
period. If we assume the aver­ 
age of $1.200 per year is in­ 
vested at 4 per cent compound 
interest, 
it would grow to 
$37.163. This is $9.537 less than 
the $45,700 for the “ whole life” 
policy which was used in the 
illustration.

He said the women’s 
request would be handled rou­ 
tinely, with a decision later this 
year.

Mrs. Englander, wife of a for­ 
mer M iami Beach city council-;

said, “ but I believe you will find 
that most men who establish 
banks also did not have prior 
banking experience.” 
The directors range in age 
from the late 20s to the early 
50s. 
“ We have lined up women 
with intensive backgrounds who 
will be in charge of the bank it­ 
self. All the top officers will be 
women,” she said. 
Men also will be employed by 
the bank, and their accounts 
would be welcomed. Mrs. Eng­ 
lander said. 
Director Phyllis Cole, 32 and a 
divorcee, is vice president of the 
Florida Consumers Association. 
Inc. 
Mrs. Cole noted that much of j 
the wealth in the Miami Beach 
area is controlled by widows but 
she added: “ Men build it up and 
a lot of women are bilked out of | 
it because they find them selves1 
in a m uddle.”

Muppets Puppeteer Hits Hard-Sell 


Of Television Products To Child 


By JOAN HANAUER 
NEW YORK (UPI) - Jim 
Henson believes it is criminal to 
subject children to the hard sell 
of television commercials unless 
wliat you are selling them is 
reading, writing and ’rithmetic. 
“ I'm very upset about televi­ 
sion's exploitation of children,” 
Henson said. He speaks as an 
authority — he is the creator of 
the Muppet puppets — such as 
Kermit. the frog, and the Cookie 
Monster seen regularly on Se­ 
same Street on National Educa­ 
tional Television. 


“There are millions of dollars 
aimed 
at the 12 or younger 
group.” he said. “It’s almost 
criminal — no, it is criminal, 
getting kids to buy products. 


“That’s not where the net­ 
works should be making money. 
These kids are our country, our 
future, and they shouldn't be ex­ 
ploited. 


“ 1 have four kids of my own, 
ages five through nine. The two 
oldest 
already 
know 
that 
no 
product advertised on television 
for them is any good. They're 
convinced 
anything 
aimed 
at 
them is garbage — and then 
network officials wonder why 
the teen-agers turn off televi­ 
sion.” 


CONCERNING sponsorship by 
the R. J. Reynolds Foods for 
one of his recent network shows, 
Henson says: 


“‘That’s different — and not 
just because it’s me. The com- 
m e r c i a 1 s weren’t aimed at 
children. I have no objection to 
commercials aimed at getting 
grown-ups to buy products.” 
Henson, 33. tall, lanky and 
lightly bearded, is a product of 
Greenville, Miss., and Hyatts- 
ville, Md., a suburb of Washing­ 
ton, D. C. He got into the puppet 
business to help earn his way 
through the University of Mary­ 
land. and did a puppet show for 
a Washington television station. 
“It wasn’t until I went to Eu­ 
rope and met some of the pup­ 


peteers there that I began to be 


really interested in puppets as 
something a man could spend his 
life doing.” Henson said. 


He and his puppets have since 
appeared on a wide variety of 
shows, from “Today” to “To­ 
night,” 
from 
Ed 
Sullivan 
to 
Dick Cavett. and he also has 
done commercials and industri­ 
al films. 


“SESAME 
STREET 
is 
my 
first time with educational tele­ 
vision,” Henson said. “ It’s been 
a lot of fun and the reception 
has been fantastic — five to six 
million kids watch it. 


“ It's a fascinating and chal­ 
lenging thing to teach kids. It's 
so exciting and we’ve only been 


doing it a year now — with a 


year before that for research — 
and we’ve hardly scratched the 
surface of what can be done 
with teaching chilren. 


“On Sesame Street we use the 


kind of visuals used in commer­ 
cials. The commercial sponsors 
spend 
millions of dollars re­ 
searching what works and we’re 
stealing all their techniques to 
teach the letter A and the letter 
B.” 


He predicted that educational 
television will be used increas­ 
ingly for everything from teach­ 
ing children how to read to ad­ 
ult courses, “ applying produc­ 
tion techniques with entertain­ 
ment value.”

SHORTER SUIT

ger if he ruffs hearts in his own 
hand, partly because the suit is , 
shorter (only six hearts, com­ 
pared to seven diamonds) and 
partly because only the ace of 
trumps can overruff any of 
South’s ruffs. 


After winning the second trick 
with the king of spades, South 
should cash the top hearts and 
ruff a heart. West cannot gain 
by overruffing. If West discards 
a club, South overtakes the king 
of clubs with dummy’s ace and 
ruffs dummy’s last heart.

The two-and-one-halt hour 
' production, in color and without 
I commercials, is Saul Levitt’s 
distinguished work about the 
trial, by a military court, of a 
commandant whose notorious 
southern prison camp in the 
Civil War was responsible for 
the death of many men 
The commandant's defense is 
of that he was just following or­ 
ders in his running of the camp 
and that personal moral respon­ 
sibility is irrelevant in such a 
military situation. 
Richard Basehart, with Ger­ 
manic accent, p o r t r a y s the 
Swiss-born commandant w h o 
has been shattered emotionally 
by the camp and his trial. Wil­ 
liam Shatner is the military pro­ 
secutor. Jack Cassidy the civili­ 
an defense' attorney and Came­ 
ron Mitchell the general who 
heads the court. 
Good courtroom d r a ma is 
tough to beat. And “ The Ander- 
sonville Trial” is a splendid 
combination of statement and 
theatricality. T h e r e is the 
harsh, moving point about how 
the real v i l l a i n , war itself, 
makes even decent p e r sons 
more impersonal toward death. 
And there is the casually infor­ 
mal, yet tense, atmosphere in 
this particular military court 
where the verdict is all too cer­ 
tain. 
Finally, there is the superbly 
drawn relationship of the mili­ 
tary lawyer and his civilian 
counterpart. And it is trom tins 
relationship that the play gains 
an added dimension. To wit: 
The military prosecutor wants 
to prove the commandant's per­ 
sonal moral responsibility for 
the crimes at his camp. Yet, 
even though they are on oppos­ 
ite sides, how can one man of 
the military attack another for 
following orders? That is at­ 
tacking the core of military pro- 
; cedure. And the court's presid­ 
ing general warns his prosecu­ 
tor to avoid this treacherous 
philosophical ground. 
Doesn't this, however, put the 
prosecutor in the same position 
as the commandant 
making 
him simply an instrument of 
policy, a man who is just taking 
orders and cannot explore the 
moral responsibility of the is­ 
sue? In the end, the prosecutor 
risks his career and plunges 
ahead, questioning the comman­ 
dant to the limit. 
And the commandant wants to 
testify. He wants to explain 
himself as a man. Only he and 
his prosecutor are really anx­ 
ious to pursue the fate of his 
soul. It is a powerful climax, 
with a theme that is pertinent 
whatever and wherever men 
fight wars.

Bay Area Logging 
Rules Near Adoption 


SANTA CRUZ (AP) - The 


state Redwood Forest Practices 
Committee has put final touches 
on a set of rules to promote 
a tree-farming type logging in 
coastal redwood forests. 
The rules provide a complex 
set of requirements for selective 
cutting of conifers, such as red­ 
woods, to leave enough mature 
seed trees and small trees to 
regrow the forest after logging 
takes place. 


About 50 trees per acre must 
remain. Other controls would 
prevent 
stream 
damage 
and 
govern the building of logging 
roads to halt erosion. 


The new regulations were the 
subject 
of 
a 
hearing 
here 


Wednesday and at Portola Val­ 


ley Tuesday. Formal adoption 
is expected aber a final public 
hearing June 24-25 at Redwood 
City. Then they go to the state 
Board of Forestry for approval 
and implementation. 


The rules would be for en­ 
forcement in a new Southern 
District which includes Marin, 
San 
Francisco. 
San 
Mateo. 
Santa Clara, Santa Cruz and 
Monterey counties. 


Local loggers who attended 
Wednesday's session generally 
favored the new rules, although 
some complained they seemed 
overly strict and might hamper 
logging operations. 


Seme county government of­ 


ficials have called for stricter 
rules to control what they call 
destructive logging practices. 
Santa Cruz. Marin and San 
Mateo 
counties 
particularly 
have pressed for tougher con­ 
trols. 
Some of their delega'es said 
after Wednesday's action that 
there still is no means of en­ 
forcing the- regulations fully be­ 
cause of too many loopholes 
favoring the loggers. 
San Mateo County is backing 
1 two bills in the legislature to 
allow local control of logging, 
which now is controlled by the 
state. Opponents to local control 
have argued that each county 
would have a different set and 
that a jungle of rules would 
result. 
Some counties proposed their 
own regulations, but many of 
their 
suggestions 
were 
not 
adopted at the meeting. 
“ Often we tend to require 


rules which are a real barden 
on timber operators.” said com­ 
mittee chairman Alfred Merrill,' 
a Georgia-Pacific official from 
Fieldbrook in Humboldt County. 
He said such rules “ are not 
really required for good cutting 
practices 
and 
not 
consistent 
with 
the 
state act covering 
timber operations.”
